when he retired as labor premier 
to head the non-partisan cabinet 
in September. 


Premier MacDonald's 
victory 


over William Coxon, secretary of 
the Seaham Labor party, and 
George Lumley, Communist candi- 
date, was announced ia London 
this afternoon as returns from all 
over Great Britain confirmed the 
overwhelming victory of the Nat- 
ional government over Socialist 
opposition.

Lumley came 
away a poor third with 677 votes. 


GET 386 SEATS" 


Latest returns gave MacDonald 


and his followers a total of 386 
seats in the House of Commons 
against only 30 for the opposition. 
But this government total included 
330 Conservative seats, virtually 
ensuring that Great Britain's next 
government would be a Tory min- 
istry in facLJf jiolJn. name- 


The fact that the election defi- 


nitely represented a conservative 
"revolution" against the radical 
eTenlents- of the £aUoi" "party could 
not diminish the glory of Mac- 
Donald's personal victory, though 
it may eventually force him to 
give way in behalf of a Tory lead- 
er, definitely committed to pro- 
tection and other 
conservative 


policies, as prime minister. 


It is doubtful whether in British 


parliamentary history any man of 
MacDonald's power and prestige 
ever was willing- to risk everything 
for his ideals, as the premier did 
in Seaham .

TATISTICIANS of the depart- 


ment of the interior have re- 


duced the relationship between 
learning: and earning to a dollars 
and cents basis. They cite figures 
which they claim proves conclu- 


' Sively that education, like advertis- 


ing-, pays in cold cash. 


For example, according to their 


figures, the college gradute may 
anticipate life earnings of $175,000 
while the boy who terminates 
his schooling m the 
elementary 


grades can hope to acquire only 
$60,000 by his own labor during 
his life span. On the same basis 
the high school graduate will earn 
$110,000. 
, This- survey arrives at the fur- 
ther conclusion that the man with- 
out high schoC/l'training will reach 
a maximum earning power of 
$1500 a, year at the age of 43 after 
which his earning 
will fall off 


sharply. 


The high school graduate will 


attain his 
maximum 
earning 


capacity of $2500 a year at the 
age\pf 44 and his earning capacity 
win'not "decline until after 
60. 


Even at 70 he will have an earning 
power of $1500 a year. 


In sharp contrast with the oth- 


ers the college ^trained man starts 
with a -larger income, increases it 
more rapidly and even at late in 
life as 50 has an earning capacity 
Of $4400, which drops to $3500 at 
70.Those' are, of course, all aver- 
ages. -TBey do not mean that the 
under^educated cannot exceed the 
earnings of their class or that all 
educated men can earn as much as 
the average for tneir class. But 
they/ do mean that other things 
being equal the more education the 
more earnings and the longer the 
earning period.
